Annual  Town  Meeting 


March  6,  1939 

Pursuant  to  the  warrant  the  annual  meeting  was  held 
on  the  above  date  in  Memorial  Hall.  The  meeting  was  called 
to  order  by  the  Moderator,  A.  Dudley  Bagley,  Jr.,  at  8  o'clock 
A.  M.  The  Town  Clerk  read  the  warrant  to  Article  1.  As  there 
was  no  objection,  further  reading  of  the  warrant  was  omitted. 

The  ballot  clerks  and  tellers  as  sworn  in  were  Nellie 
Smith,  Agnes  Sherwin,  Mildred  Fagan,  Charles  Johnson, 
Ella  Wilder,  Joseph  Arlin,  Dorothy  Keefe,  Harold  Creighton, 
Annie  Bailey,  Mary  Waitt,  Margaret  Higgins,  Melora  Proctor 
and  Katherine  Keefe. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  at  8:05  A.  M. 

At  11  o'clock  the  meeting  in  the  auditorium  was  again 
called  to  order  by  the  Moderator.  There  being  only  seven 
present,,  motion  was  made  to  adjourn  until  1:30  o'clock  P. 
M.  It  was  so  voted. 

At  1 :30  o'clock  the  meeting  was  again,  called  to  order 
by  the  Moderator.  As  there  was  no  objection  the  full  reading 
of  the  warrant  was  again  omitted.  Action  on  the  articles  was 
as  follows: 

Article  1.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint 
all  officers  of  the  town  not  required  to  be  elected  by  ballot. 

Article  2.  Voted  to  accept  the  printed  reports  of  officers 
and  committees  of  ihe  town. 

Article  3.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time 
to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year 
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beginning  January  1,  1939,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  there- 
for, payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  a  note  or  notes  as 
may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in  accordance 
with  Section  17,  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws. 

Article  4.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money, 
not  to  exceed  $15,000.00  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the 
financial  year  of  1940,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor, 
payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as 
may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year,  in  accordance 
with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  of  the  General  Laws. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  act  as  agents  to  prosecute  and  defend  all  suits  in  behalf  of 
the  town,  with  power  to  employ  Counsel. 

Article  6.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  act  as 
a  committee  for  the  suppression  of  vice  and  to  prosecute  the 
illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town. 

Article  7.  Voted  that  the  money  refunded  to  the  town 
on  account  of  dog  licenses  be  used  for  the  Public  Library. 

Article  8.  Action  on  the  budget  followed  as  hsted.  The 
Moderator  announced  that  appropriations  as  voted  would  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  heads  of  the  several  de- 
partments.

Article  9.  Voted  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into 
a  contract  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Division  of 
Highways,  that  a  portion  of  the  sum  available  under  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  81  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  be 
appropriated  and  expended  in  Townsend;  and  that  the  town 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,325.00  as  its  share  of 
the  amount  to  be  expended  under  this  contract. 
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Article  10.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000.00  for  the  improvement  of  the  Lunenburg  Road  to 
the  New  Hampshire  hne,  the  Mason  and  Warren  Roads ;  said 
sum,  or  any  portion  thereof,  to  be  allotted  to  the  State  or 
County,  or  both  for  this  purpose. 

Articles  11  and  31.  At  this  time  it  was  voted  to  take 
action  on  Article  11  and  Article  31  under  one  vote  which 
was  as  follows:  Voted  to  appropriate  $1,900.00  from  the 
State  Highway  Fund  provided  by  Chapter  2,  Acts  of  1939, 
and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100  in  the  tax  levy 
of  the  current  year  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  the  con- 
struction of  the  Warren  Road  toward  the  Lunenburg  line, 
and  the  Mason  Road,  sometimes  called  the  Old  Fitchburg 
Road,  toward  Lunenburg,  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  en- 
ter into  agreements  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  the  County  Commissioners  for  allotments  for  these  roads 
as  Chapter  90  projects. 

Article  12.  Voted  that  the  town  keep  the  roads  passable 
for  automobiles  so  far  as  practicable  during  the  winter  of 
1939  and  1940. 

Article  13.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $500.00,  this  being 
the  town's  share  of  the  principal  of  the  Middlesex  County 
'Tuberculosis  Hospital  Funding  Loan,  Acts  of  1932,  bonds 
maturing  in  1939,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated, 
and  that  a  further  sum  of  $74.37  be  and  hereby  is  appro- 
priated on  account  of  interest  and  other  charges  on  account 
thereof.  That  a  further  sum  of  $651.39  be  and  hereby  is  ap- 
propriated for  the  town's  share  of  the  net  cost  of  care, 
maintenance,  and  repairs  of  the  Middlesex  County  Hospital, 
including  interest  on  temporary  notes  issued  therefor,  in 
accordance  with  sections  of  Chapter  111  of  the  General  Laws 
applicable  thereto,  including  Chapter  400,  Section  25  G(6) 
(a)  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  the  whole  amounting  to  $1,225.76. 

Article  14.    Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$900.00  to  shingle  a  part  of  the  roof  of  Memorial  Hall. 
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Article  15.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$220.00  to  be  used  in  repairing"  the  hurricane  damage  in 
Howard  Park ;  the  money  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  Park  Commissioners. 

Article  16,  Voted  that  a  committee  of  five  citizens  be 
appointed  by  the-  Moderator  to  investigate  the  advisability 
of  relocating  street  lights  and  the  necessity  of  additional 
lights.  The  committee  appointed  was: 

Willard  A.  Greer,  Representing  the  Selectm.en 
Stephen  E.  Ball,  Representing  Townsend  Harbor 
Fred  N.  Davis,  Representing  Townsend  Center 
Roger  W.  Sherwin,  Representing  West  Townsend 
Frank  R.  Dailey,  Representing  Town  at  large 

Article  17.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$90.00  to  be  added  to  the  balance  of  previous  appropria- 
tions for  the  purpose  of  putting  into  permanent  form  certain 
valuable  historical  papers  belonging  to  the  town;  and  that 
this  money  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  commit- 
tee already  appointed  for  this  purpose. 

Article  18.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $393.55  from, 
the  Road  Machinery  Fund  to  the  Road  Machinery  Account. 

Article  19.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Accountant  to  trans- 
fer the  sum  of  $315.88  from  the  Surplus  Overlay  Reserve  to 
the  Overlay  Account  of  1935  for  the  abatement  of  taxes  of 
that  year. 

Article  20.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$140.00  to  buy  new  tires  for  the  fire  truck  at  Townsend 
Harbor. 

Article  21.  The  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $16.35  for  a  street  Hght  near  the  property  of  the  late 
Cyrus  W.  Lane  on  Main  Street,  Townsend  Harbor,  was  lost. 
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Article  22.  The  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,200.00  to  extend  the  water  main  of  Highland  street 
from  the  present  main  to  the  residence  of  Arthur  Borneman, 
provided  that  the  Works  Progress  Administration  agrees  to 
contribute  a  sum  sufficient  to  cover  all  labor  costs,  on  the 
projects,  was  lost. 

Article  23.    Voted  to  pass  the  article.  (See  action  on 
Article  30) . 

Article  24.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$250.00  to  repair  the  skylight  at  the  Spaulding  Memorial 
School. 

Article  25.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$600.00  to  construct  a  drain  on  the  Spaulding  Memorial 
School  grounds  provided  that  the  Works  Progress  Adminis- 
tration agrees  to  contribute  a  sum  sufficient  to  cover  all 
labor  costs  on  the  project. 

Article  26.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,150.00  to  do  the  necessary  painting  at  the  Spaulding 
Memorial  School. 

Article  27.  The  following  motion  was  presented  under 
this  article :  That  the  town  increase  the  salaries  of  its  school 
teachers  at  the  rate  of  6%  of  their  present  pay,  and  that 
there  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  this  purpose  the  sum  of 
$435.00  for  the  year  1939,  said  increase'  to  be  effective  after 
September  1,  1939. 

After  much  discussion  it  was  voted  to  lay  this  motion 
on  the'  table.  A  standing  vote  was  taken,  those  voting  yes 
were  81,  those  voting  no  were  67. 

Article  28.  A  motion  was  made  to  pass  the  article.  A 
standing  vote  was  taken,  those  voting  yes  were  80  and  those 
voting  no  were  64. 
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Article  29.  After  discussion  it  was  voted  that  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  to  investigate  the 
condition  of  the  bridge  over  the  Squanicook  River  known  as 
Tighe's  Bridge  and  report  recommendations  at  a  future 
meeting.  Committee  appointed  was  Galen  A.  Proctor,  Hollis 
Hathaway  and  John  Rutherford. 

Article  30.  Motion  was  made  that  action  on  this  article 
be  taken  by  a  Yes  and  No  ballot  using  the  check  list.  A 
standing  vote  was  taken.  Those  voting  Yes  were  46.  Those 
voting  No  were  88. 

The  following  motion  was  then  presented:  That  the 
town  vote  to  have  a  permanent  police  officer,  said  officer  to 
be  designated  as  a  night  officer  but  with  duties  as  traffic 
officer  at  the  Spaulding  Memorial  School,  and  with  such 
other  hours  of  duty  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  including  call  duty  for  all  hours  of  the  day  and 
night;  and  that  the  sum  of  $1,456.00  be  raised  and  appro- 
prijatedl  for  this  purpose;  and  that  the  sum  of  $344.00  be 
raised  and  appropriated  for  additional  Police  Department  ex- 
pense the  whole  amounting  to  $1,800.00.  A  standing  vote 
was  taken  after  much  discussion.  Those  voting  Yes  were  99 
and  those  voting  No  were  43. 

Article  31.  Previous  action  was  taken  on  this  article 
with  Article  11. 

Article  32.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $2,500.00 
on  Tax  Titles  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  49,  Acts  of 
1933,  as  amended,  the  proceeds  of  the  loan  to  be  used  for  or- 
dinary maintenance  expenses. 

Article  33.  Voted  to  appropriate  from  the  present  bal- 
ance on  the  Cemetery  Sale  of  Lots  Fund  the  sum  of  $200.00 
to  be  used  for  the  development  and  improvement  of  the  new 
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sections  and  additions  in  the  cemeteries  at  West  Townsend 
and  Townsend  Center. 

Article  34.  Voted  to  accept  from  Sarah  L.  Copeland  the 
sum  of  $100.00  in  trust,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  ex- 
pended for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  Thomas  M.  Copeland  lot 
in  Hillside  Cemetery,  Lot  60A,  Section  5. 

Article  35.  Voted  to  accept  from  Rowland  Haynes  the 
additional  sum  of  $100.00,  in  trust,  the  income  therefrom  to 
be  expended  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  Charles  T.  Haynes 
lot  in  Hillside  Cemetery,  Lot  21,  Section  5. 

Article  36.  A  motion  to  authorize  the  Cemetery  Com- 
missioners to  remove  the  iron  fence  in  front  of  Hillside  Cem- 
etery was  lost.  A  standing  vote  was  taken,  15  voting  Yes  and 
65  voting  No. 

Article  37.  Voted  to  accept  from  George  T.  Powell  the 
sum  of  $100.00  in  trust,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  expend- 
ed for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  G.  T.  and  G.  E.  Powell  lots 
in  Hillside  Cemetery,  Section  7,  Lots  19A  and  19. 

Article  3  7 A.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $6.80  to  reimburse  Emery  L.  Wyman  for  shovelling  snow 
in  previous  years. 

Article  38.  At  this  time  Walter  D.  Farrar,  Assessor, 
reported  that  the  Assessors'  Map  Project  of  Townsend  was 
in  Washington  for  approval. 

The  polls  were  closed  at  4  o'clock  P.  M. 

At  5:30  P.  M.,  counting  of  the  ballots  being  completed, 
the  following  results  were  announced  by  the  Moderator  and 
the  meeting  adjourned.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


The  Nashoba  Associated  Boards  of  Health,  agents  loi" 
the  Board  of  Health  of  Townsend,  herewith  transmits  its 
annual  report  for  the  year  1939. 

The  past  year  has  been  characterized  by  a  remarkable 
lack  of  important  events  in  public  health  in  our  district.  As 
the  results  of  public  health  work  consists  of  the  cases  of  dis- 
eases and  deaths  that  do  not  occur,  the  town  is  approaching 
a  desirable  situation  in  public  health. 

Communicable  diseases  have  been  notable  for  the  small 
number  of  serious  cases.  The  following  diseases  have  been  re- 
ported to  the  health  department :

The  Diphtheria  Immunization  Clinic  for  the  town  of 
Townsend  was  conducted  in  May  of  this  year,  when  a  total  of 
74  individuals,  divided  as  follows;  11  infants,  40-  preschool 
and  23  school  children  received  the  three  injections  of  toxoid. 


A  study  was  completed  this  year  on  the  total  number 
and  percent  of  children  from  six  months  through  four  years 
of  age  immunized  against  diphtheria  for  the  years  1938  and 
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1939.  The  results  of  this  study  for  Townsend  are  shown  in 
the  following  tabulation:

The  above  figures  include  only  those  children  immunized 
by  the  Nashoba  Health  District  clinic.  The  population  figures 
were  compiled  from  birth  reports  received  by  the  Health  Unit 
office  from  Townsend. 


The  residents  of  Townsend  made  15  visits  to  the  Tu- 
berculosis Clinic.  The  following  table  gives  the  activities  of 
the  clinic:

An  effort  is  being  made  by  the  Middlesex  County  Sana- 
torium and  the  Nashoba  Health  Unit  staff  to  have  all  indi- 
viduals who  at  some  time  were  reported  as  having  tubercu- 
losis to  be  X-rayed  either  by  their  family  physician  or  our 
clinic  which  is  held  the  fourth  Wednesday  of  each  month,  in 
order  that  their  present  condition  may  be  ascertained.  If 
they  are  found  to  be  negative  their  names  are  removed  from 
the  list  of  reported  cases  and  they  need  to  give  no  further 
thought  to  it;  if  found  positive  they  should  receive  further 
and  more  intensive  supervision  for  their  own  protection  and 
the  protection  of  their  family  and  immediate  contacts. 

The  Unit  has  experienced  an  unusual  amount  of  difficul- 
ty with  some  of  these  cases  due  to  their  lack  of  interest  and 
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cooperation  in  ascertaining  their  condition.  Any  one  who  at 
some  time  had  a  diagnosis  or  has  been  suspected  should  make 
every  effort  to  cooperate. 

The  Tuberculosis  School  Clinics  as  conducted  in  previous 
years  have  been  discontinued  this  year.  They  were  found  to 
be  uneconomical  in  the  present  status  of  the  disease  in  Mass- 
achusetts. Over  seven  thousand  high  school  students  were  ex- 
amined in  Middlesex  County  with  the  resulting  discovery  of 
only  two  cases.  Those  cases  previously  diagnosed  in  the  School 
Clinics  are  carried  as  suspicious  and  will  be  re  X-rayed  in  our 
regular  monthly  clinic ;  any  other  students  that  may  develop 
suspicious  symptoms  should  come  to  the  regular  monthly 
clinic. 

The  Well-Child  Conferences  were  held  as  usual  with  the 
following  attendance :  infants  under  one  year  of  age  13,  made 
27  visits  to  the  clinic ;  children  one  year  and  up  to  five  27, 
made  43  visits  to  the  clinic. 

These  conferences  are  designed  for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
plementing the  family  physician  and  not  for  replacing  him. 
Advice  to  mothers  concerning  foods,  clothing,  habits  and 
training  for  the  well  child,  is  the  purpose  of  the  conference. 

Cancer  is  the  second  greatest  cause  of  death  throughout 
the  United  States.  It  is  usually  an  important  cause  in  the 
Nashoba  Health  District.  Many  cancer  deaths  can  be  prevent- 
ed if  any  suspicious  symptoms  are  referred  to  the  family 
physician  in  time.  Do  not  wait  if  any  suspicious  lumps, 
growths,  or  chronic  symptoms  of  any  kind  appear  after  the 
age  of  forty. 

;   The  audiometer  tests  for  hearing  were  made  as  early  as 
.  possible  this  year  in  order  to  avoid  the  epidemic  of  colds  that 
appears  in  the  late  fall,  as  these  may  cause  an  apparent  de- 
ficiency of  hearing.  The  findings  in  Townsend  for  this  year 
are  .as.  follows :  ^

Follow  up  work  is  being  done  on  these  children  showing 
a  deficiency.  An  attempt  is  made  to  have  the  children  ex- 
amined by  a  specialist  in  order  that  corrective  measures  may 
be  taken  wherever  possible. 

Twenty-nine  dairy  farms  and  one  pasteurization  plant 
which  handle  milk  for  consumption  in  Townsend  have  been 
under  our  sanitary  supervision.  91  visits  have  been  made  to 
the  dairy  farms  and  45  visits  have  been  made  to  the  pasteur- 
ization plant. 

During  these  visits  particular  attention  has  been  paid 
to  the  sanitary  methods  practiced  and  to  the  type  of  equip- 
ment used.  Whenever  necessary,  recommendations  were 
made  to  correct  unacceptable  conditions. 

Samples  of  milk  have  been  obtained  monthly  from  all 
dealers  selling  milk  in  Townsend.  These  samples  were  tested 
in  our  laboratory  to  see  that  they  met  the  standards  as  re- 
quired by  law.  673  samples  have  been  collected  and  tested. 
The  results  of  this  testing  showed  the  milk  supply  of  the  town 
to  be  of  good  quality. 

Sixteen  milk  licenses  for  the  sale  of  milk  and  cream  were 
issued ;  the  fees,  $8.00,  sent  to  the  town  treasurer. 

Eight  water  samples  from  privately  owned  wells  in  Town- 
send  were  collected  and  tested  in  our  laboratory  for  purity. 
Eight  nuisance  complaints  were  investigated  and  ordered 
abated. 

Fourteen  inspections  were  made  of  eating  places  in  Town  - 
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send.  In  each  case  the  establishment  was  found  to  be  gen- 
erally satisfactory. 

The  school  building  was  inspected  for  sanitary  conditions 
and  a  report  of  the  findings  was  sent  to  the  school  board. 
Moving  pictures  on  health  education  material  were  shown  in 
the  school  during  a  health  education  program.

Report  of  the  Town  Nurse 


Selectmen  of  Townsend, 
Townsend,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen : 

1  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Town  Nurse  for  the 
year  1939. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  help  given 
me  by  the  Health  Committee  at  the  Well  Child  Conferences, 
in  making  supplies  for  maternity  kits,  for  their  splendid  work 
in  finding  and  signing  up  children  for  the  toxoid  clinics  and 
for  furnishing  transportation  to  and.  from  these  clinics. 

Through  the  Health  Committee  we  were  able  to  obtain 
the  services  of  a  specialist  to  do  ear,  nose  and  throat  exam- 
inations on  the  School  children  with  hearing  difficulties. 

The  toxoid  clinics,  where  children  from  6  months  to 
10  years  are  immunized  against  diphtheria,  were  conducted 
by  Dr.  Wails  in  May.  More  children  were  given  this  safe  and 
lasting  protection  than  ever  before.  Seventy-five  children 
were  immunized.  Eleven  under  one  year,  35  between  one  and 
five  and  29  were  five  and  over. 

Twenty-three  were  vaccinated  in  June  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Dr.  Wails  conducted  6  Well  Child  Conferences  this  year. 
More  mothers  are  realizing  the  importance  of  periodic  check 
ups  for  their  young  children  and  consequently  the  clinics 
have  been  larger.  Twe  members  of  the  Health  Committee, 
Miss  Reynolds,  advisory  nurse  for  the  Nashoba  District  and 
myself  assist  the  doctor  on  clinic  day. 
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Sixteen  infants,  babies  from  3  weeks  to  one  year,  made 
37  visits;  13  had  never  been  to  this  dinic.  Thirty-two  pre- 
schoolers, children  one  to  six  years  made  54  visits ;  14  had 
never  been  to  clinic  before. 


Monthly  tuberculosis  clinics  are  held  at  the  Nashoba 
Health  Building  in  Ayer.  X-rays  are  done  on  all  patients  and 
X-rays  and  physical  examinations  on  those  who  give  a  his- 
tory of  being  in  contact  with  an  active  case,  or  those  who 
are  post-sanatorium  cases.  Patients  are  referred  in  by  the 
family  doctor. 

Nineteen  attended  this  clinic,  four  of  whom  were  new. 
Twelve  visits  were  made  urging  old  cases  to  return.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Townsend: 

The  case  load  for  the  year  1939  was  about  the  same  as 
previous  years.  Outside  Relief  was  about  the  same.  Surely 
the  W.P.A.  in  this  town  has  kept  the  relief  down  and  it  is 
the  desire  of  the  Board  to  put  every  man  that  has  properly 
signed  up  to  work  if  possible,  although  we  are  limited  to  a 
certain  number.  Until  a  few  of  our  townspeople,  who  feel 
-that  it  is  the  Town  who  owes  them  a  living,  and  that  they 
do  not  owe  that  living  to  themselves,  are  made  to  understand 
this,  our  relief  will  not  change  a  great  deal. 

The  conditions  at  the  Town  Infirmary  are  very  good  al- 
though we  took  such  a  cut  in  the  appropriation,  but  you  will 
notice  that  there  is  quite  a  decrease  in  receipts  of  the  farm.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  of  the  town  of  Town- 
send  for  the  period  from  December  6,  1936,  to  October  30, 
1939,  and  the  general  accounts  of  the  town  for  the  period 
from  November  20,  1935,  to  October  30,  1939,  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This 
is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine, 
Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  of  the  town  of  Town- 
send  for  the  period  from  December  6,  1936,  the  date  of  the 
previous  audit,  to  October  30,  1939,  and  of  the  general  ac 
counts  of  the  town  for  the  period  from  November  20,  1935, 
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the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  October  30,  1939  and  submit 
the  following  report  thereon: 

The  records  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  several 
departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town,  or 
committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  checked,  and 
verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  reports  and  the  records  in 
the  town  accountant's  office. 

The  accountant's  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  appropriation 
accounts  being  checked  to  the  town  meeting  records  of  appro  - 
priations  and  transfers  voted.  A  balance  sheet,  showing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  on  October  30,  1939,  was  pre- 
pared and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and 
compared  with  the  accountant's  ledger  and  with  the  records 
of  the  departments  making  payments  to  the  treasurer,  while 
the  payments  by  the  treasurer  were  checked  with  the  war- 
rants signed  by  the  selectmen  authorizing  the  treasurer  to 
disburse  town  funds. 

The  payments  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  veri- 
fied by  a  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with 
the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investments  of  the  various  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the 
treasurer  were  examined  and  listed,  and  the  income  was 
proved. 

The  cash  book  additions  were  verified  and  the  treasurer's 
cash  balance  on  October  30,  1939,  was  proved  by  a  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the 
bank  of  deposit  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  taxes  outstanding  at  the  time  of 
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the  previous  examination  were  audited,  and  ali  subsequent 
commitment  lists  were  added  and  reconciled  with  the  war- 
rants of  the  assessors  committing  the  taxes  for  collection. 

The  collector's  cash  books  were  footed,  the  payments  t(/ 
the  treasurer  by  the  collector  were  checked  to  the  treasurer's 
and  the  accountant's  books,  the  recorded  abatements  were 
compared  with  the  assessors'  records  of  abcitem.ents  granted, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  hsted  and  reconciled  with 
the  accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

The  outstanding  taxes  v/ere  verified  by  sending  notice 
to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books 
as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received 
it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct.  The  tax 
title  deeds  on  hand  were  listed  and  the  amounts  trans- 
ferred to  the  tax  title  accounts  were  verified.  Verificaion  of 
the  tax  titles  as  listed  was  made  by  a  comparison  with  the 
records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  fur- 
nish them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  forrn. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  select- 
men and  town  clerk  were  examined  and  checked  and  the  pay- 
ments to  the  State  and  town  were  verified. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  of  the 
town  nurse,  and  of  the  pubhc  welfare,  school,  water,  and  li- 
brary departments  were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  several  town  of- 
ficials during  the  process  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of 
my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  The  School  Committee, 
Townsend,  Mass. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

This,  my  eighth  report  as  superintendent  of  your  schools, 
is  submitted  for  your  consideration.  You  will  find  herewith 
the  reports  of  Principal  Hamilton  R.  Bailey,  of  the  school 
physician.  Dr.  Henry  B.  Boynton,  of  the  school  nurse,  Ethel 
Amiro,  R.  N.,  and  of  the  supervisor  of  Art,  Ellen  K.  Harvey. 
Other  supervisory  reports  are  incorporated  in  mine. 

TEACHERS 

Miss  Ruth  Canty,  teacher  of  EngUsh  and  French  for  the 
three  previous  years,  resigned  in  June  to  accept  a  position 
elsewhere.  At  the  same  time,  Miss  Phyllis  Hillner,  teacher  of 
household  arts  from  September,  1937  on,  resigned  to  be  mar- 
ried. 

Miss  Helen  Wanamaker,  Somerville,  Massachusetts,  was 
elected  Miss  Canty's  successor.  She  was  graduated  from 
Tufts  College  in  1938,  and  last  year  taught  in  the  high  school 
at  Mendon. 

The  new  household  arts  teacher  is  Miss  Frances  Martin, 
a  graduate  of  Framingham  State  Teachers  College  in  1937. 
She  taught  the  next  two  years  in  the  high  school  at  Essex, 
Massachusetts. 

EYE  AND  EAR  TESTS 


I  wish  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the 
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nmse.  This  report  shows  clearly  that  the  Town  of  Townsend, 
through  its  school  nurse,  the  local  health  committee,  and  the 

Nashoba  Unit,  is  doing  a  most  commendable  health  job,  m 
respect  to  the  hearing  clinics,  the  work  was  pioneering  for  a 
community  of  our  size. 

The  Eye  Tests  were  conducted  by  Mrs.  Amiro.  She  found 
twenty  children  with  apparent  vision  defects.  Since  her 
tests  were  completed,  fourteen  of  these  pupils  have  been  fur- 
ther examined  by  regular  physicians  who  specialize  in  Eye, 
Nose,  and  Throat  troubles.  Twelve  have  been  fitted  with 
glasses.  In  one  case,  the  physician  advised  that  glasses  would 
not  be  effective ;  in  a  second  case  the  advice  was  to  improve 
the  general  physical  condition  first,  and  seek  another  eye 
examination  later. 

Another  of  the  twenty  was  under  the  doctor's  care  for 
eye  trouble  at  the  time  of  the  school  test. 

These  results  show  that  Mrs.  Amiro's  testing  is  well 
done,  and  her  findings  are  reliable.  Further,  it  is  pleasing  to 
record  that  she  is  getting  the  active  cooperation  of  the  par- 
ents. 

Corrections  have  been  made,  or  will  be  made  soon,  m 
nearly  all  the  cases  of  eye  difficulties  reported  to  ihe  parents. 

The  L.  B,  S.  of  the  Congregational  Church,  and  the  Wo- 
man's Club  have  donated  a  total  of  $18.00  toward  sight-cor- 
rection work,  but  in  most  cases  the  parents  are  providing 

glasses  for  their  own  children. 

The  Hearing  Tests  are  made  on  an  AudiomxCter,  owned 
and  furnished  by  the  Nashoba  Health  Unit.  The  Audiometer 
is  a  development  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Laboratories.  It  pro- 
vides a  battery  of  ear-phones  through  which  phonograph  re- 
cords with  varying  but  strictly  controlled  sound  intensities 
are  heard.  Scientifically  ascertained  results  follow. 
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The  Advisory  Nurse  of  the  Nashoba  Unit  makes  the 
test&  and  cheeky  the  results.  Pupils  giving  evidence  of  hear- 
ing aefects  on  the  first  test  are  re-tested  one  or  more  times. 
Children  on  the  final  Hst  with  hearing  defects  as  shown  by 
the  Audiometer  are  examined  at  the  Hearing  Clinic  spon- 
sored by  the  Townsend  Health  Committee.  This  CHnic  is  in 
charge  of  an  Ear  SpeciaMst. 

As  a  result  of  the  thoroughness  of  the  testing,  the  con- 
clusions are  vaHd,  and  confidence  in  them  is  felt  by  parent.^ 
and  teachers.  Provision  is  m^ade  in  school  to  give  children 
with  hearing  difficulties  extra  consideration. 

Marked  improvements  are  already  revealed  in  all  but 
three  of  the  treated  cases. 

Since  school  closed  last  June,  ten  children  have  had  dis- 
eased tonsils  removed.  You  will  note  that  Dr.  Boynton  reports 
quite  a  number  of  children  with  diseased  tonsils.  This  list  is 
receiving  attention  from  the  school  nurse,  especially  those  on 
this  hst  whose  school  attendance  is  irregular,  or  those  who 
show  some  hearing  trouble. 

Dr.  Boynton  calls  attention  to  the  need  of  added  dental 
care  in  the  lov/er  grades.  We  hope  some  way  may  be  provided 
so  that  parents  will  find  it  possible  to  attend  to  this  important 
matter  of  dental  care.  Good  teeth  from  the  appearance, 
health,  and  success  standpoints  play  a  very  important  part. 

When  the  physical  examination  and  testing  was  intro- 
duced into  the  schools  of  the  Commonwealth  we  listed  the  de- 
fects. Lack  of  effective  follow-up  and  follow-through  togeth- 
er with  the  absence  of  satisfactory  records  made  it  difficult  or 
impossible  to  give  concrete  evidence  of  the  benefits  of  the 
program.  I  rejoice  that  today  I  can  include  in  my  report 
mention  of  corrections  along  with  the  figures  of  defects. 

GIFTS 

Phoebe  Weston  Farmer  Tent  No.  38  keeps  our  room 
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flags  in  good  condition.  During  the  past  year  the  Tent  pre- 
sented three  new  flags.  We  thank  them  for  this  patriotic  ser- 
vice. 

REPAIRS 

During  the  last  summer  vacation  we  refinished  nine 
rooms,  the  four  stairwells,  the  six  toilets,  the  ceilings  in  the 
household  arts  laboratory  and  the  lunch  room,  the  counters, 
and  the  panels  near  the  sink  in  the  household  arts  laboratory. 

In  our  report  of  last  year  we  stated  that  we  had  been 
given  an  estimate  of  $3,800  as  the  cost  of  refinishing  the  in- 
terior of  the  school.  A  special  appropriation  at  the  last  an- 
nual town  meeting  provided  $1,150  for  this  purpose.  $83.80 
additional  was  taken  out  of  the  regular  school  appropriation 
and  spent.  An  appropriation  made  at  the  special  town  meet- 
ing December  30,  1939,  provided  $1000  for  equipment  for 
refinishing  desks  and  furniture,  refinishing  same  and  con- 
tinuing the  interior  painting.  Of  this  $1000,  at  least  $700 
should  be  available  for  continuing  the  interior  repainting  pro- 
gram. At  the  end  of  next  summer,  one-half  of  the  money  will 
have  been  available,  and  it  is  hoped,  one-half  the  interior 
painting  project  will  have  been  completed. 

Considering  the  amount  of  necessary  work  required  to 
clean  a  building  during  the  summer  and  put  it  in  shape  for 
another  school  year,  I  believe  that  only  one-fourth  of  the  in- 
terior can  be  painted  to  advantage  in  any  year.  Our  original 
plan  was  to  complete  the  work  in  three  years  but  experience 
indicates  that  the  longer-time  plan  is  better. 

We  also  did  whatever  outside  painting  was  urgent,  and 
started  resurfacing  the  desks.  We  found  we  lacked  equipment 
to  do  this  work  to  the  best  advantage.  We  resurfaced  fifty 
of  the  four  hundred  desks.  The  recent  appropriation  which 
provided  money  for  a  sander  and  spray  gun  equipment  will 
enable  us  to  do  a  more  uniform  job  and  at  a  favorable  cost. 
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Timely  attention  to  the  condition  of  our  equipment  and  its 
proper  care  will  not  only  improve  appearances  but  will  save 
money. 

The  sealing  of  the  large  skylight  in  the  auditorium  was 
completed.  Since  its  completion  no  leaks  have  occurred.  Bet- 
ter tools  and  added  experience  enabled  us  to  do  the  work 
for  about  one-half  of  the  appropriation.  The  expense  for  seal- 
ing the  skyhght  was  $123.97. 

GENERAL  SHOP 

The  State  Teachers  College  at  Fitchburg  has  a  very 
fine  Practical  Arts  program.  The  authorities  at  that  College 
offered  to  furnish  us  an  apprentice  teacher  without  any 
charge  to  the  Town  of  Townsend  to  assist  in  our  General 
Shop  department.  In  addition,  Mr.  Hammond  who  has  charge 
of  the  General  Shop  Work  at  the  College,  visits  our  shop  at 
least  once  a  week  to  observe  the  training  teacher's  work  and 
to  help  with  the  development  of  our  General  Shop  program. 

We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  such  a  layout  and  so 
fine  facilities  that  the  college  was  led  to  offer  and  to  super- 
vise such  an  advantageous  cooperative  arrangement. 

The  activities  of  the  General  Shop  are:  Woodwork,  Metal 
Work,  Plastics  and  Home  Mechanics. 

Interest  in  this  practical  course  is  very  keen.  There  are 
seventy-one  enrolled,  and  thirty-nine  of  this  number  elected 
it. 

Pupils  voluntarily  spend  much  time  in  the  shop  after 
school  hours.  This  is  another  indication  of  the  hold  the  shop 
work  has  on  a  number  of  the  students. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  Mrs.  Evelyn  L.  Warren,  li- 
brarian, and  the  library  trustees,  there  is  available  a  good  se- 
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lection  of  books  on  different  phases  of  General  Shop  work. 
For  this  cooperation,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation. 

HOUSEHOLD  ARTS 

A  two-year  progressive  course  of  study  has  been  planned 
for  the  Vocational  Department,  including  such  units  as: 
Home  Furnishing,  Family  Relationships,  Money  Management, 
Child  Care,  Home  Nursing,  Laundry,  and  Meal  Preparation 
and  Service. 

These  courses  are  designed  not  only  to  help  the  stu- 
dent be  a  better  homemaker  but  also  to  become  fitted  for 
em.ployment  in  homes  or  shops  where  similar  work  is  re- 
quired. The  Vocational  Department  can  recommend  capable 
girls  for  such  positions,  and  it  is  hoped  that  more  people  will 
use  this  placement  service  in  the  future. 

MUSIC 

The  report  of  the  Music  Supervisor  is  in  part  as  follows : 
"The  first  seven  grades  varied  the  Memorial  Day  Pro- 
gram with  songs  and  the  School  Orchestra  played  the  Pro- 
cessional. 

"At  the  High  School  Graduation,  songs  were  sung  by 
the  High  School  Chorus  and  the  Girls'  Semi  Chorus.  The 
Graduation  March  was  played  by  the  School  Orchestra. 

"Since  September  1939,  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  have 
enjoyed  the  Damrosch  Radio  Programs  every  other  Friday  at 
two  thirty  P.  M.  . 

"Band  Instruments  and  the  Violin  were  demonstrated  to 
the  students,  in  December.  It  is  hoped  that  many  will  be- 
come interested  in  this  instruction  and  that  our  school  will 
show  more  progress  in  this  field." 
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ADULT  ALIEN  CLASS 

At  the  November  meeting  of  the  school  committee  a  pe- 
tition was  presented,  asking  for  the  estabhshment  of  an  even- 
ing class  for  adult  aHen  residents  of  Townsend.  The  class 
began  in  December  and  will  continue  forty  to  forty-five 
nights  for  the  present  session.  The  average  attendance  has 
been  about  nineteen. 

The  class  meets  two  evenings  each  week,  Wednesday  and 
Friday.  The  class  runs  from  seven  to  nine  o'clock  each  even- 
ing. 

Under  the  law,  if  the  teacher  and  supervisor  are  ap- 
proved by  the  state,  the  state  reimburses  the  town  one-half 
the  expense  of  instruction  and  supervision.  Our  present  ar- 
rangements call  for  $3.00  a  night  for  instruction,  and  $5.00 
a  month  for  supervision.  Both  the  teacher  and  the  supervisor 
are  certified  by  the  state. 

ATTENDANCE  REPORT 

During  the  year,  Mr.  Ira  D.  Carleton,  Supervisor  of  At- 
tendance, was  called  upon  to  investigate  six  cases  of  absence. 

CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  I  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
committee,  principal,  teachers,  supervisors,  janitors,  drivers, 
and  pupils  for  their  continued  courtesies  and  helpfulness.

Report  of  the  High  School  Principal

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  twelfth  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  Townsend  High  School  and  my  eighth  as  Principal  of 
Spaulding  Memorial  School. 

The  enrollment  by  classes  in  the  six-year  high  school  at 
the  opening  of  school  in  September  was  as  follows : 


At  the  date  of  this  report  there  are  383  pupils  enrolled 
in  Spaulding  Memorial  School  of  whom  183  are  boys  and  200 
are  girls. 

There  were  two  changes  in  the  faculty  this  year.  Miss 
Ruth  Canty,  teacher  of  English  and  French,  resigned  to  ac- 
cept a  similar  position  in  Littleton,  N.  H.  Miss  Phyllis  Hillner, 
teacher  of  Household  Arts,  resigned  to  be  married. 

These  positions  are  now  ably  filled  by  Miss  Helen  Wan- 
amaker,  a  graduate  of  Tufts  College,  coming  here  after  a 
year's  experience  in  Mendon  High  School,  Mendon,  Mass.,  and

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Miss  Frances  Martin,  a  graduate  of  the  Household  Arts  De- 
partment of  Framingham  State  Teachers  College,  who  has 
taught  in  Essex  High  School,  Essex,  Mass.,  the  past  two 
years. 

At  the  graduation  exercises  held  at  the  school  auditor- 
ium on  Monday  evening,  June  26,  1939,  a  class  of  twenty  re- 
ceived diplomas.  Of  these,  three  received  the  Classical  Di- 
ploma; five  the  Commercial  Diploma;  and  twelve  the  Gen- 
eral Diploma. 

On  September  6,  1927,  thirty-four  pupils  entered  the 
first  grade  in  Townsend.  Only  six  of  this  group  received  high 
school  diplomas  in  Townsend  twelve  years  later.  The  other 
fourteen  graduates,  making  the  class  of  twenty,  were  com- 
posed mainly  of  pupils  transferring  to  Townsend  from  other 
school  systems,  with  a  few  who  have  had  to  repeat,  and  thus 
had  fallen  back  one  or  more  years. 

Of  the  original  thirty-four  first  graders,  som.e  had 
dropped  back  one  or  more  classes,  some  had  transferred,  and 
the  remainder  had  left  school  before  high  school  graduation. 

This  made  a  total  of  forty-eight  different  pupils  account- 
ed for  who  had  been  in  this  class  sometime  during  the  twelve 
years,  with  at  least  another  dozen  who  had  transferred  to 
this  system  and  had  moved  away  again. 

The  Scholarship  Loyalty  Achievement  Award  given  an- 
nually to  that  member  of  the  senior  class  who  in  the  opinion 
of  the  faculty  stands  highest  in  these  three  things  was  re- 
ceived by  Richard  J.  Coffey. 

The  Washington  Franklin  Medal  for  excellence  in  Ameri- 
can History  awarded  annually  by  the  Massachusetts  Sons 
of  the  American  Revolution  was  received  by  Richard  J.  Cof- 
fey. 

A  subscription  to  the  Readers'  Digest  awarded  by  the 
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publishers  to  the  senior  with  the  highest  scholarship  for  the 
entire  course  was  received  by  Virginia  Miller. 

The  Key  awarded  by  Becker  College,  for  excellence  in 
Commercial  Work  was  received  by  Carol  V.  Johnson. 

Students  who,  in  the  Junior-Senior  High  School,  received 
the  grade  of  "A"  in  all  prepared  work  for  the  year  were: 
Constance  Rich,  Irene  Koski,  Lucille  Miller,  Caroline  Perina, 
Dorothy  Estes,  Virginia  Miller,  Beverly  Rich,  Harold  Elliott 
and  Ruth  Richards. 

Students  in  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  who  received 
an  average  grade  of  "A"  in  all  prepared  work  with  no  grade 
lower  than  '*B"  were:  Louise  Johnson,  Helvi  Aho,  PYances 
Grimes,  Lena  Martin,  Mamie  Nortonen,  William  Spofford, 
Richard  Coffey,  Muriel  Whitman,  Betty  Johnson,  Phyllis 
Nortonen,  Anthony  Perina,  Elwin  Swicker,  Dorothy  Vallette, 
Richard  Rutherford,  Ralph  Johnson,  Louis  Josselyn,  Arlene 
Morrison  and  Mabel  Brown. 

Extra-curricular  activities  have  made  up  a  considerable 
part  of  the  school  program  and  is  perhaps  the  part  that  many 
of  our  citizens  are  most  familiar  with.  These  include  ath- 
letics, dramatics,  special  assemblies,  club  activities,  the  an- 
nual trip  to  Washington,  and  the  annual  Small  High  School 
Basketball  Tournament  which  will  be  held  for  the  fifth  time 
on  March  7,  8,  9. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  outside  talent, 
mostly  without  charge  which  has  added  greatly  to  the  inter- 
est and  success  of  our  assembly  programs. 

With  the  addition  of  our  motion  picture  equipment  we 
have  been  able  to  present  educational  and  entertaining  pic- 
tures of  value.  While  many  of  these  are  free,  the  feature 
pictures  cost  $15  to  $20  and  a  small  charge  has  to  be  made 
to  cover  this  cost,  any  balance  being  used  in  payment  on  the 
machine  ($75  more  to  be  paid)  and  for  other  programs.

The  school  board  has  generously  paid  for  the  Chronicles 
of  America  pictures  on  American  History  in  a  series  of  fif- 
teen subjects,  presented  through  the  year.  In  this  we  are 
cooperating  with  nine  other  schools  in  a  circuit  including  Pep- 
pereil,  Leominster,  and  Fitchburg. 

Much  needed  laboratory  equipment  has  been  purchased 
this  year,  and  the  Household  Arts  girls  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Martin  have  made  a  new  set  of  basketball  uniforms 
for  the  girls'  team. 

A  general  shop  program  for  the  boys  has  been  set  up  this 
year  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Practical  Arts  Department 
of  Fitchburg  State  Teachers'  College.  Under  this  program, 
Mr.  Roberts  will  have  a  training  assistant  from  the  Teachers' 
College  each  half  year.  Mr.  William  Donovan  has  just  com- 
pleted the  first  half  year's  work  and  will  be  replaced  by  Mr. 
John  Mulski. 

This  program  broadens  the  use  of  our  shop  and  gives 
the  boys  training  and  instruction  in  a  wide  variety  of  pro- 
jects and  industrial  practices.  It  also  furnishes  instruction 
in  methods  of  manufacture.  Projects  in  wood  work,  metal 
work,  modelling,  plastics,  general  repairing,  and  electricity 
have  been  completed  during  the  first  half  year. 

This  setup  with  the  Vocational  Household  Arts  and 
Homemaking  for  the  girls  gives  an  unusual  opportunity  to 
the  boys  and  girls  of  Townsend  to  acquire  practical  informa- 
tion and  experience  which  will  be  of  great  value  to  them  in 
years  to  come. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  again  want  to  express  my 
appreciation  for  the  fine  cooperation  and  support  given  by 
the  School  Committee,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Teachers, 
Students,  Parents  and  Friends  of  the  School.

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1939. 

A  great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  with  the  audiometer 
followed  by  the  correction  of  hearing  defects.  After  retesting 
100  in  January  and  17  in  March,  20  were  found  whom  we 
thought  had  a  question  of  hearing  difficulty.  Through  the 
Health  Committee,  the  services  of  a  competent  eye,  ear,  nose, 
and  throat  doctor  were  obtained  to  examine  these  children. 
The  doctor  made  five  visits  from  the  lasl  of  March  to  the 
first  of  June,  gave  each  child  a  complete  ear,  nose,  and  throat 
examination  followed  by  treatment  for  those  who  were  un- 
able to  go  to  a  private  physician.

In  October  audiometer  tests  for  the  1939-40  year  were 
given  to  307.  One  hundred  were  retested  and  20  of  these  were 
given  a  third  test.  All  but  7  of  those  who  were  seen  in  the 
spring  passed  the  tests.  In  November  and  December  the  doc- 
tor made  3  visits,  examined  5  old  cases,  11  new  ones  who 
showed  definite  hearing  trouble  and  5  who  were  questionable.

Eleven  have  been  tested  again,  5  cleared,  leaving  3  for 
further  treatment  and  3  for  further  examination.  The  big 
task  now  is  to  get  the  tonsillectomies  done  and  with  good 
care  at  home  after  they  leave  the  hospital, -the  children  could 
be  done  now  instead  of  in  the  summer  when  the  hospital 
clinics  are  crowded. 

During  the  year  11  children  were  taken  to  the  Burbank 
Hospital  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic  for  examination.  Seven  ton- 
sillecton;iies  were  done  during  the  summer. 

From  January  through  December  20  pupils  were  treated 
at  school  by  the  three  doctors.  Six  of  these,  I  took  to  Fitch- 
burg  for  X-rays  and  2  were  treated  by  Fitchburg  doctors 
for  fractures. 

One  child  was  taken  to  the  orthopedic  clinic  at  the  hos- 
pital. 

Two  were  X-rayed  at  the  School  Tuberculosis  Clinic  at 
Ayer. 

In  September  45  were  checked  for  vaccinations  and  375 
weighed,  measured  and  eyes  examined. 

Twenty-six  were  found  with  a  question  of  eye  defect 
which  number,  on  later  examination,  was  reduced  to  20.  Ten 
children  during  the  year  have  been  taken  to  an  eye  specialist 
for  examination— 4  made  return  visits  for  more  thorough  ex- 
amination under  drops. 

Since  September  with  splendid  co-operation  from  the 
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parents  most  of  the  eyes  have  been  corrected.  Eight  were 
taken  by  me,  7  have  glasses  now  and  one  could  not  be  further 
corrected  with  new  glasses. 

Seven  were  taken  by  their  parents,  five  have  glasses,  one 
is  under  treatment  and  one  cannot  be  helped  with  glasses. 
This  leaves  5  more — 3  that  I  feel  sure  will  be  done  very  soon. 

Dr.  Boynton  did  381-  physical  examinations  in  October 
and  found  84  with  defective  teeth,  29  with  defective  tonsils, 
and  30  with  both. 

Twenty  children  were  immunized  against  diphtheria  by 
Dr.  Wails  at  the  yearly  toxoid  clinic.

Report  of  Chief  of  Police 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Townsend,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen : 

During  the  past  nine  months  that  I  have  been  on  duty 
as  a  permanent  Police  Officer,  I  am  pleased  to  report  a  sub- 
stantial reduction  in  speeders,  which  I  think  is  the  main 
point  'as  far  as  traffic  is  concerned.  To  be  sure  there  still 
remain,  to  a  far  lesser  degree,  those  who  have  not  been  con- 
tacted either  through  verbal  or  written  warnings  or 
through  the  Court  or  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  about  this 
menace. 

Unfortunately  the  approaches  to  the  three  parts  of  the 
*  Town  are  smooth,  straight  roads  and  in  my  estimation  this 
alone  can  be  held  accountable  for  the  great  percentage  of 
cars  that  travel  too  fast  through  the  Town. 

The  signs  on  Route  No.  119  are  of  little  help  as  they 
show  no  speed  limit  and  although  the  State  has  laws  regard- 
ing thickly  settled  districts,  it  would  be  more  effective  if 
the  Hmit  and  not  the  condition  was  on  the  signs. 

The  20  M.P.H.  signs  on  Brookline  St.  are  quite  effective 
but  they  are  not  the  type  of  signs  that  can  be  readily  dis- 
tinguished in  the  dark  and  this  greatly  reduces  their  ef- 
fectiveness at  night. 

It  is  very  noticeable  that  the  violations  of  the  Stop 
Signs  at  Route  No.  119  and  No.  13  occur,  in  practically  every 
case,  in  the  day  time.  This  indicates  that  the  corner  has  not 
sufficient  traffic  control.  However  this  is  a  State  affair  and 
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according  to  their  surveys  there  is  not  enough  traffic  at 
this  point  Jo  warrant  traffic  lights. 

Above  all  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  there  has  been 
a  sharp  reduction  in  automobile  accidents,  and  this  has  defin 
itely  brought  about  a  record  which  shows  no  fatalities  and 
few  personal  injuries. 

The  department  is  sorely  in  need  of  some  equipment  in 
which  records  may  be  filed.  These  records  could  then  be  kept 
for  future  reference,  a  definite  essential  in  efficient  Police 
work. 

It  is  now  an  established  fact  that  a  salaried  Police  of- 
ficer cannot  collect  a  witness  fee  unless  the  case  is  continued 
at  the  request  of  the  defendant.  The  cost  of  obtaining  sum- 
monses and  prosecuting  automobile  cases  in  Court  is  so  great 
that  this  department  is  of  the  opinion  that,  except  in  ex- 
treme cases,  the  same  result  can  be  obtained  by  action  of 
the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  which  gives  its  full  support 
to  Police  Departments.  l

Report  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Under  the  new  system  inaugurated  by  the  Board  of 
Engineers  whereby  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  is  not 
a  member  of  the  Board,  or  any  member  of  the  Board  a  Fire- 
man, a  better  operating  condition  exists. 

The  Fire  Chief  has  less  responsibilities,  thereby  being 
able  to  devote  more  time  to  the  Department. 

By  com.petitive  bids,  we  have  been  able  to  purchase  sup- 
plies at  a  saving  to  the  taxpayers. 

Suggestions  for  improvements  in  the  Fire  Department 
were  asked  of  the  members  of  the  three  companies  to  be  taken 
into  consideration  by  the  Board. 

The  majority  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  feel  that  twenty- 
five  regular  salaried  firemen  are  sufficient  for  this  town. 
Ten  at  the  Center,  ten  at  West  Townsend,  and  five  at  the 
Harbor  to  be  supported  by  enough  auxiliary  (non-salaried) 
substitute  firemen  to  be  paid  by  the  hour  when  working. 
These  men  to  fill  in  when  needed  at  the  request  of  the  Chief 
or  the  Foreman  of  each  company.  The  number  of  substitutes 
to  be  the  same  in  each  company  as  the  regulars. 

These  substitutes  will  be  required  to  train,  drill  and  to 
receive  instructions  from  the  Regular  Firemen  at  no  expense 
to  the  Department  and  act  as  replacements  at  any  time. 

The  appropriation  of  $500  voted  at  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  of  December  30,  will  be  used  for  purchasing  five 
new  batteries  for  the  five  Fire  trucks.  Four  new  tires  and 
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tubes  for  the  Harbor  Hose  Truck,  booster  brakes  for  the 
pumper  at  the  Center  and  West  Townsend  as  they  were  badly 
needed.  We  also  hope  to  purchase  500  feet  of  2  1-2  inch  single 
jacket  hose. 

One  First  Aid  Kit  for  each  Company  and  any  other  ne- 
cessity of  immediate  need  to  the  Department. 

The  equipment  needs  overhauling  and  many  replacements 
are  necessary  as  well  as  more  hose,  and  better  hose  will  cost 
more  but  last  longer.

Under  Chapter  81,  two  thousand  cubic  yards  of  gravel 
were,  in  the  spring,  hauled  to  the  out-lying  roads  to  make 
them  passable  in  so  far  as  it  seemed  feasible  to  do  so.  The 
dirt  roads  were  scraped  as  soon  as  the  season  permitted  and 
the  oil  roads  patched.  Oiling  was  not  begun  until  the  last  of 
July  because  the  Legislature  did  not  pass  the  Budget  until 
then.  The  following  roads  were  resurfaced;  South  Harbor, 
School,  Emery,  Old  Back  Road,  Water,  Meadow,  New  Fitch- 
burg, Barker  Hill,  and  parts  of  Townsend  Hill,  Warren,  Lun- 
enburg, Turnpike,  Adams,  Highland,  North  End,  and  Bay- 
berry  Hill.  Old  City  Road  was  shaped  and  given  two  coats  of 
asphalt  as  far  as  Wornham's,  Fifteen  hundred  feet  of  Em- 
ery Road  was  oiled  and  the  Turnpike  was  refinished  as  far 
as  the  bridge.  S-Hill  on  South  Row  was  graveled  and  the 
hill  from  Fletchers  to  the  foot  of  Donovan's  Hill.  New  Fitch- 
burg from  Tillikka's  to  Wyman's  was  graveled  and  oiled. 
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Barker  Hill  from  Austin  Smith's  to  the  foot  of  the  hill  below 
Wither's  wa3  graveled  and  oiled.  North  End  road  from  Town- 
send  Hill  Road  to  the  foot  of  Ojala's  Hill  was  graveled  and 
oiled.  Bayberry  Hill  from  Bloods  to  Clement's  Road  and  from 
Brown's  to  Lunenburg  Road  was  graveled  and  oiled.  The  fol- 
lowing roads  were  graveled  in  the  fall:  Worcester  Road  from 
Vinton's  to  Blood's  Road,  Adams  Road  from  the  oiled  road  to 
Highland  Street,  South  Row  from  Fletcher's  to  South  Harbor 
Road,  these  roads  are  to  be  oiled  this  coming  season.  Con- 
siderable work  wa,s  done  to  improve  the  drainage  of  the  roads 
in  general. 

Under  Chapter  90  Maintenance,  Mason,  Old  Fitchburg 
and  Brookline  Roads  were  re-surfaced  where  needed.  Guard 
rails  were  painted  on  Old  Fitchburg  and  Mason  Roads.  Con- 
siderable drainage  was  done  on  the  Old  Fitchburg  Road.  The 
soft  shoulders  on  the  Old  Fitchburg  Road  were  dug  out  and 
filled  with  gravel  and  oiled.  A  start  wajp  made  to  eliminate 
the  bad  curve  on  Brookline  Road.  Several  large  trees  were 
removed  and  the  shoulders  cut  back  and  filled  with  gravel 

Under  Chapter  90  Construction,  Warren  Road  project 
was  completed  in  June.  As  there  were  a  great  many  trees 
to  be  removed,  a  deep  cut  made  and  two  deep  tills  made  on  y 
1950  feet  was  constructed.

County  Extension  Service  in  the  town  of  Townsend  during 
the  year  1939: 

Dairy  farmers  in  town  during  the  year  have  been  in- 
terested in  the  pasture  demonstration  carried  on  on  the  Ly- 
man Cook  farm,  especially  in  the  growing  of  Ladino  clover, 
a  new  legume  in  this  section.  An  effort  was  made  earlier  in 
the  year  to  get  farmers  interested  in  keeping  farm  accounts. 
Assistance  has  been  given  on  milk  marketing  problems  by 
interpreting  the  Federal  Milk  Market  Orders  and  Regula- 
tions. MiMy  requests  have  been  received  from  the  poultry- 
men  for  assistance  in  disease  control,  rearing  practices  and 
poultry  breeding.  Several  well  attended  poultry  meetings  have 
been  held  in  town,  having  largely  to  do  with  poultry  housing 
^nd  brooding.  Mr.  Leo  Makkela  of  Bayberry  Hill  has  assisted 
greatly  in  Extension  Service  poultry  work.  Mr.  M.  E.  Powers, 
West  Townsend,  has  been  a  director  in  the  Massachusetts 
Poultry  Producers'  Inc. 

The  West  Townsend  homemakers'  Extension  unit  has 
been  most  active  during  1939.  They  have  taken  the  con- 
sumer buying  of  foods  and  clothing,  food  preparation,  chair 
reseating,  reupholstery  and  the  making  of  slip  covers.  A 
group  of  Townsend  homemakers  also  made  slip  covers. 

4-H  Club  Work  has  been  developed  in  town  during  the 
year  under  the  chairmanship  of  Hamilton  Bailey  and  the  fol- 
lowing served  as  leaders:  Miss  Phillis  Hillner,  Miss  Ruth 
Canty,  Miss  Catherine  Proctor,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Plett,  Mrs. 
Charles  Richards,  Mrs.  Sanford  Johnson  and  Mrs.  Alice 
Leahy.  Sixty  boys  and  girls  were  enrolled  in  club  work  m 
1938-1939  in  Townsend.  All  clubs  were  under  excellent  adult 
supervision.  The  town  rally  was  well  attended  in  the  winter. 
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All  groups  took  part  in  the  town  exhibit  held  with  the 
Grange  in  the  spring.  Ruth  Richards  and  Mary  Jane  Plett 
and  John  Leahy  attended  County  Camp  at  Amherst.  The  can- 
ning club  was  one  of  the  best  in  the  section.  Frances 
Leahy  cPvnned  over  one  hundred  jars  of  fruits  and  vegetables. 
All  girls  exhibited  at  Acton  Fair  and  received  awards  in 
canning.  The  following  were  awarded  cash  prizes  on  their 
excellent  gardens  by  the  Middlesex  North  Agricultural  So- 
ciety: Stuart  Johnson,  Francis  and  John  Leahy,  Allan  Saar- 
inen  and  Wilfred  Valcourt.  Ruth  Richards,  Mary  Jane  Plett, 
David  Proctor  and  John  Leahy  attended  Camp  Middlesex. 
John  and  Francis  Leahy  were  two  very  interested  poultry 
club  members  and  entered  eggs  in  the  New  Hampshire  Egg 
and  Baby  Chick  Show.  Stewart  Johnson  was  an  outstanding 
member  in  poultry  too  in  the  Baby  Chick  project.  He  housed 
around  one  hundred  birds  of  his  own  this  fall.

Report  of  Water  Department 


In  1938  the  maintenance  and  operating  cost  of  the  de- 
partment was  $3,749.73.  $3,600  wa^  appropriated  for  the 
year  1939.  Due  to  a  severe  drouth,  pumping  costs  were 
doubled  and  an  unusual  number  of  takers  came  onto  the  sys- 
tem making  it  necess?,ry  for  the  finance  committee  to  trans- 
fer an  additional  $110  from  the  revenue  account  to  the  water 
department.  The  actual  cost  fo  rmaintenance  and  operation 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1939,  was  therefore 
$3,708.69. 

The  department  is  requesting  a  Budget  for  mainten- 
ance a^nd  operating  expense  of  $3,700  for  the  year  1940. 

In  addition  to  this  $1,000  was  voted  the  department  at 
the  special  town  meeting  in  December,  for  the  purpose  of 
painting  the  standpipe  and  overhauling  the  Diesel  engine. 
Plains  are  now  being  made  to  take  care  of  this  work. 

The  income  for  the  year  1939  was  $10,771.13.  The  main- 
tenance and  interest  charges  were  $7,651.19,  leaving  $3,- 
119,94  to  apply  toward  cost  of  system  (original  construction 
md  extensions.) 

Reference  to  the  statement  of  Town  Debt  shows  that 
there  will  be  one  $5,000  bond  to  be  paid  annuajly  to  June 
1,  1948,  thereafter  being  reduced  to  $4,000  annually  until 
June  1,  1964.  There  is  also  one  more  note  of  $1,000  to  be  paid 
September  15,  1940,  on  the  1936  (Groton  Line)  extension.

In  1938,  $8,469.34  was  raised  by  taxation  to  be  used  with 
the  balavnce  of  $6,992.83  from  the  original  construction  ac- 
count to  meet  debt  and  interest  requirements  for  that  year. 
In  1939  this  sum  was  $9,942.50,  the  original  construction  ac- 
count having  been  used  up.  This  year  it  will  be  necessary  to 
raise  $9,750.00  for  this  purpose. 

Against  this,  the  department  has  this  year  actually  tak- 
en in  $3,119.94  more  than  the  maintenance  and  interest  costs 
which  should  be  charged  off  against  the  bonded  debt,  where- 
as a  year  ago  this  amount  was  $813.09,  and  two  years  ago  it 
was  $11.90. 

It  seems  clear  from  these  facts  that  within  two  or  three 
years,  if  no  more  extensions  are  added,  the  income  from  the 
water  system  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  operating  and 
maintenance  costs,  interest  charges,  and  original  construc- 
tion bond  payments,  as  they  become  due. 

We  believe  that  the  citizens  of  Townsend  should  con- 
sider carefully  the  ajdvisability  of  becoming  involved  in  any 
more  costly  extensions  until  such  time  as  the  income  from 
the  system  is  sufficient  to  pay  for  them. 

Interest  charges  for  1939  were  $3,942.50  and  for  1940 
will  be  $3,750.00.  This  is  raised  annually  as  a  separate  item 
in  the  budget.

therewith,  including  Chapter  400,  Section  25  G  (6)  (a)  of 
the  Acts  of  1936,  determine  how  the  money  shall  be  raised, 
or  in  any  way  act  thereon.  ($1263.98) 

(The  Finance  Commiittee  approves) 
ARTICLE  15.    To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct 
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the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  an- 
nually to  be  in  charge  of  the  Abram  S.  French  Fund  as  set 
forth  in  the  last  Will  and  Testament  of  the  late  Martha  E. 
Homer  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  to  pay  the  miscellaneous 
operating  expenses  of  the  Work  Progress  Administration  in 
this  town  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
Article  8  of  the  BY  LAWS,  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 
of  Tow^nsend  Cemeteries  as  approved  and  adopted  July  13, 
1895,  by  adding  and  inserting  after  the  word  "writing"  in 
the  second  line  thereof  the  following :  ''Or  if  the  address  is 
unknown,  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  published  in  Mid- 
dlesex County  once  each  week  for  two  successive  weeks,"  so 
that  said  Article  8  will  read  as  follows: 

Owners  of  neglected  lots  shall  be  notified  in  writing 
or  if  their  address  in  unknown,  by  publication  in  a  news- 
paper published  in  Middlesex  County  once  each  week  for 
two  successive  weeks,  of  their  condition,  by  the  Commis- 
sioners, whenever,  in  the  judgement  of  said  Commissioners, 
such  lots  impair  the  general  appearance  of  the  Cemetery: 
and  in  case  of  such  neglect  being  continued  ten  days  after 
the  expiration  of  said  notice,  said  Commissioners  may,  in 
their  discretion,  put  such  lots  in  order  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof,  and  the  said  Commissioners  may 
recover,  for  the  use  of  the  town  the  amount  thus  expended, 
with  costs,  by  an  action  on  contract. 

ARTICLE  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  a 
sum  of  money  to  extend  the  water  from  the  house  owned  by 
Oscar  Mudgett  on  Elm  Street,  in  West  Townsend,  to  the 
house  of  Gardner  Elliott  on  the  same  Street.  This  money 
to  be  expended  in  conjunction  with  a  W.  P.  A.  project. 

Estimated  cost  $4720.00.

Lot  29. 

ARTICLE  34.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept 
from  Isabel  Helleur  the  sum  of  $100  in  trust,  the  income 
therefrom  to  be  expended  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the 
Matthew  Joseph  Helleur  lot  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Row  2, 
Lot  32. 

ARTICLE  35.  To  choose  committees,  to  hear  reports  oi 
Committees,  or  to  act  in  any  way  in  relation  to  any  of  the 
foregoing  articles.
